IN SOUTH: WATER 
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BEGINS TO SUBSIDE. 


List of Victims Expected to 
Go Higher—Pneumonia, 
Measles and Smallpox 
Among Refugees. 


PLANES DROP FOOD 
AND OTHER SUPPLIES 


Most of Fatalities in Ala- 
bama, With Georgia and 
Florida Also Affected— 
Highways Blocked. 


By the Associated Press. 

ATLANTA, Ga., March 18.—The 
reported deaths from floods that 
Rave inundated portions of Ala- 
bama, Georgia and Florida reached 
~9 today, with fear expressed that 
additional fatalities would be dis- 
closed after the water hag receded. 

The flood that submerged vil- 
lages in Southeastern Alabama, 
hardest hit of these three States, 
was receding today, and the wa- 
ter was moving down on North- 
western Florida. 

Sixteen of the reported deaths 
were in Alabama, three in Georgia 
and one in Florida. Elba, Ala., 
had the greatest toll with 10 deaths 
t.«ted. Geneva, Flomaton and Pol- 
lard reported two each. All three 
of those drowned in Georgia were 
swept from a highway bridge, 
while the Florida casualty was an 
aged man who died of exposure. 

Meanwhile relief workers from 
the Red Cross and the Alabama 
National Guard, and many private 
citizens, concentrated their efforts 
on holding down disease in the ref- 
uge camps at Elba, Geneva and 
other Alabama communities. 

Pneumonia Prevalent. 


Sixteen cases of pneumonia were 
reported at he Elba refugee camp. 
Measles and smallpox were noted 
and physicians were carrying on a 
relentless campaign of innocula- 
tion against smallpox. 

The food situation also was 
acute. Army airmen from Max- 
well Field at Montgomery, have 
dropped tons of food, clothing and 
other supplies to thousands of ma- 
rooned persons. 

Reports of looting at Elba and 
Geneva brought a declaration of 
military rule by Col. W. E. Per- 
sons of the Alabama National 
Guard. Gov. Bibb Graves has been 
asked for permission to force the 
residents to leave the flooded 
towns. . 

Conditions in Northwest Florida 
are serious, with Caryville and 
Milligan bearing the brunt of the 
flood. Damage at Caryville alone 
was estimated at more than $500,- 
oof. Most of the 1200 residents 
are safe in refugee camps. Citi- 
zens Of Milligan moved to high 
ground before the waters entered 
the village. 

Town Deserted Second Time. 

The flood in Georgia centered at 
Newton, which had been deserted 
by its 400 residents for the second 
time in two weeks. Water covered 
the entire village. The business 
section of Montezuma, near New- 
ton, on the Flint River, was inun- 
dated when t’e river stage rose to 
more than ’27 feet. 

Highways through Georgia are 
blocked by the flood. The Dixie 
highway is impassable near Al- 
bany, which itself is isolated. 


Marooned Farmers Thank Flyer by 
Signs for Food. 
MONTGOMERY, Ala., March 18. 
-~Discussing the attitude of the 
tlood victims of Alabama toward 
the pilots of 18 army planes who 
dropped food to them, Maj. M. L. 
Weaver, commandant of the field, 
related how one group of famished 
refugees thanked the pilot for the 

food. 

“One of my pilots had been fily- 
ing over un isolated farm house 
near Brewton three days,” Maj. 
Weaver said, “and each time he 
dropped food or clothing. Appa- 
rently several families had congre. 
gated there because the house was 
on a hill and well above water. 
Mach time they waved to the pilot 
until yesterday. He noted they 
were running frantically about «nd

“White «strips of cloth began 
forming letters. First a big ‘G, 
und so on.

Rainfall here since Feb. 26 has 
totaled 20.6 inches, approximately 
a third of the normal precipitation 
for a year, P H. Smith of the Unit- 
ed States Weather Bureau sald to- 
day. Since Tuesday, when rains 
began to send South Alabama riv- 
ers near or above flood stage, the 
rainfall here has totaled 8.9 inches. 


Elba, Ala., Wrecked by Flood: Sev- 
eral Thousand Homeless, 
By the Associated Press. 

ELBA, Ala.. March 18.— Muddy 
masses of wreckage of the homes 
of several thousand inhabitants of 
the capital of Coffee County, give 
evidence of the fury of the floods 
that swept this section.

Alabama Governor Broadcasts Ap- 


peal-for Flood Relief Fund. 

NEW YORK, March 18.—An ap- 
peal from Gov. Graves of Alabama 
for immediate funds to aid the 
flood sufferers in that State was 
braodcast from WABC over its na- 
tionwide hookup of 4? stations last 
night by the Columbia broadcast- 
ing system. His message stated: 

“Fifteen thousand Alabama suf- 
ferers are in dire distress, $250,000 
minimum amount urgently needed 
for immediate relief, Those who 
desire to share in the saving of 
these imperiled lives: may send a 
contribution to Gov. Bibb Graves at 
the State Capitol, Montgomery, 
Ala.” 


Mississippi River Rising at Mem- 
phis, Tenn., and Cairo, Ml. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 18.— 
The Mississippi River reached 38.4 
feet on the Memphis gauge yester- 
day, 3.4 feet above flood stage, and 
F. W. Brist, meteorologist, predict- 
ed it would touch 40 feet by Fri- 
day. 

At Cairo, Ill., where a crest of 
51 to 652 feet was forecast by 
Thursday, the stage was 50.4, a 
rise of three-tenths of a foot in 24 
hours. Barring heavy rains—and 
generally fair weather has been 
predicted for this week—the Mis- 
sissippi River should reach its 
crest here by the middle of the 
week. 

Hickman, Ky., was the only 
town along the main river affected 
by the high water. On the north 
side of Clinton street, the main re- 
tail thoroughfare, water was two 
to three feet deep and running 
through the stores. Two blocks of 
the street were roped off, as traf- 
fic was impossible. 

On the south side of Clinton 
street, the water had not reached 
the sidewalk. The Cairo crest pre- 
diction gave hopes that little more 
water would eater Hickman. the 
residential section of which is sit- 
vated high enough to be safe from 
floods. The old site of Columbus, 
Ky., which moved to. higher 
ground after the 1927 flood, was 
partly inundated. 


Red Cross Chapters Authorized to 
Receive Relief Funds. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 158.--All 
Red Cross chapters in the country 
have been authorized to receive do- 
nations for rehabilitation work in 
the flood section of Alabama, 
Georgia, Florida and Mississippi, 
but no national appeal for funds 
will be made. 

James L. Fleser, acting chairman 
of the Red Cross, said that direct 
appeal for funds would be made 
only in the four stricken states, but 
that persons wishing to donate in 
other states would be requested to 
contribute through local chapters. 

The Red Cross today was begin- 
ning the work of rehabilitation. 
William de Klein, medical director 
of the Red Cross, arrived in Mont- 
gomery last night to direct sanita- 
tion measures in the relief camps.

GENEVA, March 18.—The iext 
of a protocol for tne ad* sion of 
the United Statee to the World 
Court was approved unanimously 
in final reading at this afternoon’s 
session of the Jurists’ Commission, 
and will be trar .niftted to the 
United States immediately. 


The protocol will be communi- 
cated to the Council of the League 
of Nations, Sir Cecil Hurst of Great 
Britain being designated to make 
covering report at the June ses- 
sion in sfadrid. 

The Council will forward the 
protocol to all countries signatory 
of the Court statutes for their rat- 
ification. 

The stipulation that the League 
of Nations would notify some per- 
son to be designated by the United 
States of the Council’s intention to 
request an advisory opinion was 
changed, presumably to avoid an 
idea that the United States had a 
permanent representative with the 
League. Under the present ar- 
rangement, the League i; author- 
ized to notify the United States 
through diplomatic channels.

Law in Legislature. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 18.— 
A conditional permission, rather 
than an order, to the Cole County 
grand jury, for an inquiry into re- 
ports of attempted bribery ia the 
Legislature in connection with the 
pending measure to repeal the 
small loan or 42 per cent, law, was 


given by Circult Judge H. J. West- 
hues today. 

Judge Westhue. said the grand 
jury might investigate the matter, 
“if it desires to,” and added: 

“It is needless to tell the grand 
jury to look after the -xpense: of 
Cole County, and not to chase all 
over the State after witnesses when 
you have nothing definite to pro- 
ceed upon. 

“I would be careful about calling 
too many witnesses from the cities, 
and giving them free ridc to Jef- 
ferson City, when it is not certain 
that they will produce anything, 
and when you have nothing defi- 
nite to work on.” 

Judge Westhues, in his charge, 
also restricted the grand jury’s in- 
vestigation to the small loan law 
matter, and directed that it should 
not inquire into reports of the pad- 
ding of payrolls in the Legislature. 

“The Legislature is the judge of 
its own requirements for clerks,” 
he said, “and unless there is evi- 
dence of forgery in connection with 
the payroll, the grand jury is not 
to investigate it.’’ 

The prospect that the Cole 
County grand jury might have to 
investigate legislative bribery 
charges has been viewed locally 
with some dismay. Members of 
the County Court, as the admin- 
istrative board of the county 1s of- 
ficially termed, have expressed 
alarm over the possible expendi- 
tures in such an inquiry, saying 
the county’s finances would not 
stand it. One previous investiga- 
tion, the members say, cost Cole 
County $19,000. 

Prosecuting Attorney Sevier has 
said that he has no names of wit- 
nesses, and can proceed only in 
case someone volunteers testimony. 

The members of the Cole Coun- 
ty grand jury, all of Jefferson City 
except where otherwise noted, are: 
John Sommerer, bakery proprie- 
tor, who was designated foreman;

The 
rebel officer made several attempts 
to down his enemy, but was unsuc- 
ceesful, as were rebel machine guns 
posted on mountain peaks, 

In the second raid a Frenchman 
was wounded. The bomb frag- 
ments of which struck him, fell 
30 yards from th American Con- 
sulate. The French Consulate is 
preparing to file a complaint with 
the Goveinment because of the 
wounding of Salvatore Lizarrague 
who was struck by shrapnel from 
the bomb. 

All foreign capital now invested 
in Mexico will be protected by the 
rebel government, and friendly 
poitcies will attempt to attract 
more foreign capital, Gen, Escobar 
said in an answer to a question- 
naire submitted to him by the As- 
sociated Press. 

Escobar declared “Our country 
ne@ds to progress and we shall at 
all times respect foreign enter- 
prises. We shall eliminate “‘Box- 
erism’ from our policies so every 
man will feel as much at home as 
he would in his own country.” 

The rebel chief in answer to a 
question as to how many states are 
in power of the revolution enu- 
merated them as follows: Sonora, 
Chihuahua, Sinaloa, Durango and 
the most important zones of Coa- 
huila as well as certain zones in 
Zacatecas, Aquascalientes Guana- 
juato, Jalisco, Colima, Michoacan, 
Oaxaea and Vea Cruz. 


REBELS TRAPPED, 
CALLES ASSERTS 


By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO CITY, March 18.— 
Gen. Calles, Federal commander- 
in-chief, notified President Portes 
Gil today that he was moving to 
attack Torreon in force and ex- 
pected to occupy the city: by to- 
morrow night. 

The General’s message to the 
President said the rebels must 
either fight or surrender now since 
a small force operating north of 
Torreon yesterday succeeded in 
burning bridges and tearing up 
rails for a distance of 10 miles 
near I[¢scalon. 

His army—estimated here to 
contain 30,000 men—would be di- 
vided into four volumns for the 
attack, Calles said. He added that 
airplanes flying over Torreon had 
seen further evidences of evacua- 
tion of the city. These troops 
movements, however, now are 
taken to mean withdrawal from 
the city proper to Gomez Palacio, 
where the railroad stops and a 
soap factory are situated, three 
miles from Torreon. It provides 
even a better natural defense than 
Torreon. 

The Government asserted that 
should the rebel forces seek to 
wtthdraw to Chihuahua, damage 
done in two places to the rail line 
between the two cities probably 
would delay them until repairs 
could be made. 

This damage was inflicted by 
Gen. Carlos Terrazas with a band 


of 20 men, and Lieutenant-Colonel 
Roberto Fierro, aviator, who 
alighted near a_i bridge near 
Peronal, north of Torreon, and, 
burned it. Gen. Terrazas reported | 
a minor encounter with rebels at 
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‘Mexican Rebels Reported 
In Flight From Torreon: 


Asunzola, who retreated north to| 
Escalon, between Jimenez and Tor- | 
reon, while he burned bridges and 
pulled up some rails over a dis- 
tance of about 10 miiles. 

Government reports of fighting 
were vague and in conflict with 
previous optimistic bulletins to the 
effect that the rebel retreat from 
Torreon already had begun. They 
were in conflict too with news dis- 
patches received here relating 
rebel claims of a victory east of 
théir stronghold. 

The Government announcements 
said that a column of Federal 
troops under Gen. Serrato attacked 
the rebel forces at San Pedro, east 
of Torreon, the rebels, apparently 
surprised at their sudden appear- 
ance withdrawing from the city. 

The rebel column, instead of re- 
treating toward their base, went 
still further eastward and attacked 
Benavides, which previously had 
been occupied by Gen, Eulogio 
Ortiz. The report said they were 
repulsed. 

Described as Pitched Battles. 

The encounters were described 
as “pitched battles.” No mention 
was made of losses, either rebel or 
Federal. The announcement char- 
acterized the attack on Benavides 
as “ridiculous.” 

The feeling in Government cir- 
cles was that if Gen. Escobar suc- 
ceeeded in withdrawing his troops 
from Torreon north of Chihuahua, 
the rebellion might be prolonged 
indefinitely. 

Reports were received here from 
the Federal consulate at El Paso, 
Tex., indicating friction between 
Gov. Caraveo of Chihuahua and 
Gen. Escobar. Caraveo is said to 
have told the rebel General that if 
he did not stand and fight at Tor- 
reon he (Caraveo) would have the 
sail line to Chihuahua torn up and 
his retreat cut. The consul did 
not say how he came by the infor- 
mation.

Department of Justice Denies | 


Undercover Agents Caused 
Warden’s Discharge. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—The 
Department of Justice announced 
today that the request for the res- 
ignation of John Snook, warden 
of the Atlanta penitentiary, was 
made after a review of conditions 
there extending over two years, 
and not because of his objection 
to the use of ‘“‘undercover agents.’’ 

The action taken by Mrs, Mabel 
Walker Willebrandt, Assistant At- 
torney-General in charge of Ied- 
eral prisons, in asking Snook to re- 
sign, was approved by Attorney- 
General Mitchell, the statement 
said. 

Mrs. Willebrandt announced Sat- 
urday that Snook, who has publicly 
denounced the use of undercover 
men to obtain information as to 
the morale, food and treatment of 
Federal prisoners, had been asked 
on March 5 to resign within 30 
days. Snook subsequently an- 
nounced at Atlanta that he had re- 
signed, effective April 1. 

The department’s 
said: 

“Such efforts as may have been 
made by Mr. Snook or his friends 
to make it appear that the request 
for his removal was because of 
steps taken to procure information 
about prison conditions is not war- 
ranted and the two issues should 
not be confused. So far as con- 
cerns the methods of obtaining re- 
liable information about inside 
prison conditions it need only be 
said that at the present time there 
are no so-called undercover men in’ 
any Federal prison. 

“The Government of the prisons 
is in Mrs. Willebrandt’s’~ division 
and the methods to be used from 
time to time will be worked out in 
the department. The Government 
of the prisons is a complex and 
difficult problem. We proposed to 
consider the whole problem with a 
view of bettering conditions.” 

The statement was accepted as 
meaning that Attorney-General 
Mitchell had not as yet passed 
upon the question of whether un- 
dercover men would continue 
used in securing information 
among the prisoners as to 
conditions within the Federal in- 
stitutions. There have been many 
protests against the use of under- 
cover men and Senator Borah of 
Idaho conferred with the Attorney- 
last week to protest 
against that method of securing in- 
formation. 

The statement in referring to 
Snook said: “This action was tak- 
en after a review of conditions af- 
fecting the prison management

OIL AND DIPLOMACY. 

The United States has within its borders and under 
its control some 18 per cent of the world’s known 
oil resources. It is producing, often at loss, approxi- 
mately 72 per cent of the world’s total output of 
petroleum and its derivatives. That is, the United 
States is exhausting its oil supplies, while other 
countries are conserving theirs. 

This has become one of the major subjects of 
modern diplomacy. It admittedly has in it the germs 
of war. For instance, Mr. Ludwell Denny, formerly 
connected with our State Department, has written 
a book about it. Some of the reviewers thought 
its title, “We Fight for Oil,” would just as well 
have been “America Fights Britain.” Mr. Denny 
believes that oil will in time bring the two great 
English-speaking powers into bitter conflict for su- 
premacy. It is, he says, a rivalry in which the 
greater experience of Britain in empire has already 
bested us. Our own government plays cil politics, 
but in Mr. Denny’s opinion it does not do it very 
well. He thinks that when we wake to discover 
ourselves compelled to buy oil from Britain at her 
price, as Mr. Hoover feared some time ago that we 
would have to buy rubber, the Kellogg treaties will 
not amount to much. Nor does the late World War, 
which had economic rather than political causes, 
suggest that they will. 

Mr. Hoover was for two years chairman of the Oil 
Conservation Board appointed by Mr. Coolidge to

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THE NATIONAL ORIGINS LAW. 

After several postponements, the new immigration 
law—known as the national origins act—is to go in- 
to effect on July 1, unless Congress takes action at 
the special session. A great many foolish statements 
are being made about this law, such as one from an 
advertisement in the Washington Star, signed by 
John B. Trevor, chairman, National Immigration 
Restriction Conference: 

The Nye Resolution No. 192, to postpone the 
National Origins Provision now before the Sen- 
ate Immigration Committee, is a proposal in 
the interest of people whose bodies are here but 
whose hearts are in Europe. 

We do not believe Mr. Trevor would consider Mr.

Yet here is what he suid 
about his acceptance speech: 

As a member of the commission whose duty it 
is to determine the quota basis under the na- 
tional origins law, I have found it is impossible 
to do so accurately and without hardship. The 
basis now in effect carries out the essential 
principle of the law and I favor repeal of that 
part of the act calling for a new basis of quotas. 


In other words, while Senator Nye favors post- 
poning the new law, Mr. Hoover favors getting rid 
of it altogether. 

Approximately the same number of immigrants 
would be permitted to enter this country under the 
national origins system as under the present one, 
so no issue of reStriction is involved in the present 
controversy. What the national origins law does is 
merely to place entrance into the country on a new 
—and, as Mr. Hoover thinks — unworkable basis. 
Under it, the Irish Free State quota would be re- 
duced 10,714, while Great Britatn and Northern Ire- 
land would gain 31,174. The largest loser would be 
Germany, with a quota reduction cf 25,270: other 
important losses would be suffered by Norway, Swe- 
den and Denmark. On the other hand, Italy would 
gain 1957, Russia 536 and Poland 642. Calus would 
be scored also by Turkey, Jugo-Slavia, Lithuania 
and other Eastern European countries.

Summed up, the national orizins law discriminates 
against Irish, Germans and Scandinavians, who have 
contributed some of our finest immizrants. ‘It pot- 
|ably favors Great Britain and Northern Ireland. but 
it also favors immigration from Southern and East- 
ern Europe. In view of its varied effect, it is 
strange that the 100 per cent Nordics should hold

Today the most important element in 
money has been found to be stab‘lity. It 
should not fluctuate in value—that is, in 
value in relation to other articles. Money 
must not only be a medium of exchange, 
but to do the world’s work today it must 
be a standard of value. So while the 
price of gold has remained for nearly a 
century at $20.67 an ounce, it has been 
far from a model if we consider how the 
gold dollar in terms of other articles has 
fluctuated. The gold dollar, werth 100 
cents in purchasing power in 1860, was 
worth 40 cents in 1865. It took 15 years 
before it again got back to par. Then gold 
rose materially in value from 1880 to 1896, 
when in purchasing power it was worth 1% 
times what it was worth in 1879. It dropped 
again from 1896, and reached par just be- 
fore the Great War in 1913. By 1920 it 
had gone back to 40 cents. Deflation was 
ordered, and by 1922 it had gone back to 
70 cents in purchasing power Again infla- 
tion set in, and it was worth 60 cents in 
1925, and now it is worth about 70 cents. 
These figures show conclusively tnat gold 
has not been altogether succossful as a 
standard of value.

Gold is king of the financial realm to- 
day, but the job of king in the modern 
era is no sinecure. It is tiue that after 
centuries of struggle the prectoua yellow 
metal has succeeded in pushing silver into 
the discard as money But in place of fhe 
age-old struggle between gold and silver. 
there has come another one, muth more 
important and fraught with far greater im. 
plications, It is this: Has civilization now 
advanced far enough to be able to dispense 
entirely with the metallic standard, with not 
only the baser metals and silver, «ut Ike- 
wise with gold? This is the prodblem of 
problems today in the financial world. 

Since the discovery of America in 1492 
more than 20 billion dollars worth of gold 
has been taken jout of the earth About 
half of this vast amount has gone into the 
arts and industry, and the other half has 
been grabbed up by governments to put be- 
hind their currency systems During the 
past 10 years Nature has been generous 
again, and about $375,000,000 annually of 
gold has been mined from the world « mines,

The futility of buying more .go.d when 
the existing reserves are already excessiv: 
has led John Maynard Keynes, the British 
economist, to recommend abandonment of 
the gold standard. Stabilizing the currency 
unit, which is the idea of all monetary sys- 
tems now, is effected quite independently of 
the use of gold; and Mr. Keynes insists 
that gold will, in time, become a useless 
element. 

He goes even further by deciaring that 
not only is the 190 billions of gov: rnment 
and banking gold stored away in tlh strong 
boxes, and the annual purchase of another 
150 million dollars of gold a year being 
added, pure waste, but that such gold ac- 
tually endangers the stability of guid cur- 
rency unit. He declares that countries like 
the United States, which have enormous 
stocks of gold, may flood the market when- 
ever they desire and lower the value of the 
gold throughout the world. based on pur- 
chasing power;-or other countries which 
have a small store of gold. may decide to 
start accumulating it and thereby raise the 
value throughout the world The price lev- 
els of the world are therefore affected by 
the manipulation of either or both of these 
types of government. And wrile this is go- 
ing on the man on the street may think 
times are hard or times are good depend- 
ing upon his own efforts. But in reality 
whether times are hard or good depends 
largely on the policies and programs of the 
governments of the world with regard to 
gold supply. 

Even so great a champion of the gold 
stamdard as Prof. Hawtrey of London re- 
cently declared that “Mr Keynes’ argu- 
ments constitute a formidable frontal at- 
tack on the whole gold standard.” 

Prof. Fisher believes that the gold stand- 
ard can be made efficient by increasing or 
decreasing the amount of gold in the dollar, 
according to index figures to be published 
monthly. ;

The great German authority Helferich 
declared toward the end of his two-volume 
work on money that: “A p*per currency 
constitutes in a certain sense the extreme 
point in the historical development of 
money.

DEPENDS ON FOOD 


Long Island U. Professor Re- 
ports on Research Made in 
16 Years. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 18.—Dr. 
John A. Munroe of Long Island 
University, who began 16 years ago 
at Carlton College in Minnesota to 
make a study of the factors of 
heredity and environment which 
govern intelligence, yesterday made 
known the results of his long re- 
isearch, reporting that. intelligence 
among students may vary from 5 
to 25 points within a few years ac- 
cording to changes of environment. 

He found a direct relation be- 
tween intelligence and  nourish- 
iment, showing that children of 
well-to-do famflies have a much 
better chance of becoming intelli- 
gent adults because they are bet- 
ter fed. 

“Food seems to have been the 
most important of all contributing 
influences,” said Dr. Munroe in 
making the results of his research. 
“I am convinced, as a result of 
my experiments, that much of the 
low intelligence among the labor- 
ing classes is due'to the fact that 
for generations they have had poor 
and insufficient food. As a side 
experiment I. performed feeding 
tests upon 10 children from fam- 
ilies where one would expect an 
inheritance of fairly high intelli- 
gence. For seven months I fed 
eggnogs twice a day to those chil- 
dren and at the end of that time 
I found all but one had increased 
in intelligence.” 

Dr. Munroe began his studies of 
the relative influences of heredity 
and environment in Faribault, 
'Minn., in 1913, using the children 
of the public schools as his materi- 
al. He measured for intelligence 
5000 school children, following 700 
of them through thelr school and 
college years and into business life.

Transmitters Also Installed to 
Guide Flycrs on Cleveland-New

CHICAGO, March 18.—A prac- 
tical application of radio as a 
means of solving aviation’s great- 
est difficulty, bad weather, has 
been made by national air trans- 
port with the installation of direc- 
tional and ground-to-airplane re- 
ceiving sets in its airplanes. 

Following tests of a year and @ 
half, airplanes on the Cleveland- 
New York division have been 
equipped with the apparatus and

Two types of transmitters are 
used in controlling the course of 
the airplane. To aid in keeping on 
a course, the pjlot receives equi- 
Signal beacons, the signals of which 
are concentrated in one direction 
by means of loop transmitters. 
Deviation from an_e airplane’s 
course will change the intensity of 
the signals. 

On a longer wave length the pi- 
lot receives hourly weather reports 
through voice transmitters. 

Both the code signals and voice 
are transmitted only one way, from 
ground to airplane, at present, but 
engineers claim a device is being 
perfected that will permit two- 
way communicaticau.

AND MEAT TOGETHER 


Some Combinations Are New 
While Others Have Always 
Been Featured. 


| 
Pork and apple sauce, turkey | 
and cranberry sauce—these are 
combinations that have been in 
use for many years and that are} 
familiar to perhaps all of us, Just | 
why we use these together, aside! 
from the fact that they taste well, | 
is not well known. But the fact is | 
that these, like so the | 
other food combinations that have 
been passed on from one family to} 
another, have a real dietetic prin- 
ciple behind them. 

Meat is an acid-producing food 
and it needs something to counter. 
act or minimize its effect; fruit is 
alkaline in its reaction and, when 
eaten in large enough quantities | 
with meat, will have the desired | 
effect. Further than that the fla. | 
vor of the fruit enhances the flavor 
of the meat and, in many cases, 
offers a good contrast in texture as 
well, 

This habit of combining fruit 
with meat is growing more and 
more popular, and the number of |

The bulkiest 
part of air is nitrogen 

Indeed, there is so much of this
